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Dersingham Church. Dersingham, the next station to 
Sandringham, is a pretty village, with a large and handsome 
fifteenth century church, restored in 1878. There is a 
leper-window on the south side of the chancel (which is 
in the Decorated style of architecture). The font dates 
from the fourteenth century, and in the nave is a curious 
altar-tomb to John‘Pell (1607), Mayor of King’s Lynn. 
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
